Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 32-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claim 32, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a method for determining progress in a plasma process including: continuously 
monitoring at least part of a spectral characteristic of said plasma to provide a spectral signal and 
applying shape recognition techniques to the shape of said signal, in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of claim 32. 

As to claim 38, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a process control system including means for continuously monitoring at least 
part of a spectral characteristic of a plasma to provide a spectral signal and means for applying 
shape recognition techniques to the shape of said signal, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claim 38.
